now found there. A fresh examina¬ 
tion of this question has lately been 
undertaken by M. Vouga. 

The earliest of the lake-dwellers be¬ 
longed to the age of stone, and tbey 
were succeeded by others who made 
weapons and implements of bronze. 
M- Vouga thinks that the people who 
made the stone implements lived dur¬ 
ing only one, or at most two, centuries 
on the shores of the Swiss lakes, and 
that for some reason, perhaps because 
of an inundation, they suddenly de¬ 
serted their homes. 

Then for 3,000 years the waters con¬ 
tinued to deposit a slowly thickening 
layer of mud upon the sites of the aban¬ 
doned villages. At the end of tLat time 
another people, who had acquired the 
art of making bronze, appeared upon 
the scene, the lakes having in the mean¬ 
time, perhaps, sunk to their, former 
level. These people remained there 
for two or three centuries, and then in 
their turn disappeared, and another 
layer of mud, occupying 3,000 years 
more in the process of deposition, cov¬ 
ered the remains of their dwellings and 
the relics of their art and industry. 

The muddy bo.ttom of a lake forms a 
strange record-book for human history, 
but it is better thau none at all.—

homa and Texas, together with eastern 
Colorado.
